retired chief of 
>taff. in his report Wednesday recom­ 
mended the increase of the regular 
army to a strength of 105.000 enlisted 
men. 
He proposed that that force be 
augmented, through a system of re- 
serves, until there was created a mo­ 
bile 
strength 
of 
500,000 
troops equipped for a six months 
campaign. 
Gen. Wotherspoon said there was 
need for more forces to protect rear 
approaches to American coast defens­ 
es and those points not covered by 
fortresses, and urged the organized 


100,000 men 
In addition to army needs as out­ 
lined by Gen. Wotherspoon. sentiment 
for a larger navy as expressed in the 
four-battleship idea of the naval hoard 
headed by Admiral Dewey, is fast 
growing. Senators also declared them­ 
selves along this line. 
Prevailing opinions signify a desire 
for fast and powerful warships, man 
ned with the heaviest type of guns. 
Above ali, there was urgent need of 
submarines, the senators assorted—

indicating the great superiority of the 
under water craft.
